"Public Instruction must receive at-
tention, because knowledge ensures either
against anarchy or dictatorship. On the
nrganliatlon of the executive power will
depend that the legislative branch shall
not bec6me an Instrument of the Execu-
tive. Kree discussion, without following
Instructions of the Executive or of Gov-
ernors, muat be awured the Legislatures,
but they must not be given sufficientpower to curb the Kxecutlve In proper
execution of his rights.

"A parliamentary regime In which the
Kxecutlve Is a fljurchead and the Cabi-
net Is selected by Congress Is not good
for American nations. The people
still need a strong government, which
Is not the same as a despotic govern-
ment.

"Direct election of the President will
give strength to the Government and
the nation, and the President will not be
at the mercy of the legislative power.
The best argument a parliamen-
tary regime Is the object lesson furnished
by the United mates..

"I advocate the elimination of the of-
fice of providing that the
succession to the Presidency, In the event
of temporary or permanent absence, shall
be decided by Congress.

"There should be absolute Independ-
ence of the Judicial power."

I.arkoo, Tex., Dec. 2. Twenty-fcl- x per-
sons, all Mexicans, Including two Con-
stitutionalist generals, were killed by
bandits, alleged adherent of Francisco
Villa, In an attack on a train nt Talla.
between Torreon and Paredun, November

2S, according to Information re-

ceived here The bandits were
under command of Kortun.ito Kllm.

After the guard had been killed
lined up un-- robbed every patsen-gc- r

on the train. He then read what
purported to be the latest Villa "mani-
festo." as

"FIrat. All loyal Mexicans must Join
the Villa cause and those who refuse will
be considered traitors and Immcdlutely
shot.

"Third. Foreigners after twenty-fiv- e

yearn residence In Mexico must become
cltlsens of the republic or be expelled.

Senator Wadaworth and a major In the
Carransa army. Unless the officers

their resignation they may face
very unpieasant consequence. It Is

Gen. Funston will send an In-

spector to get the facts In the contro-
versy.

tio far the War Department has only
press despatches and la without official
notification, but enough Information la
at hand to form a preliminary ryilnUm
of the row, and this opinion Is unfavor-
able to the officers of the Twelfth t.

Officials are particularly con-
cerned over the report that Col. tiot'Jon
Johnston la among the officers who have
resigned. Col. Johnston Is a regular
army officer who was detailed to com-
mand the New York unit.

It Is an axiom In the military sen lee
that the resignation privilege cannot be
used as a means of censuring any one
In authority Army officers here can
set-- no reason for not obeying orders
from a superior officer In a soldierlike
way, and say resignations prompted by
pique might easily constitute Insubor-
dination or conspiracy.

and file of the mllltla units and from
regulars were answered In a few words ,

yesterday afternoon by Col. Wlllard C.

Flsk. commander of the Seventh New
York Infantry, foon after 1,08 of his of-

ficers and men had been mustered out of
the Federal service.

Col. Flsk does not fear for the futuie
of the National Guard. He believes he
and his men went down to the border
because they were soldiers and knew
where their duty lay, and that their pres-

ence In Texaa was necessary for the
preservation of order. Col. Flsk. In com-

mon with many others, has heard
from guardsmen who had left

their Jobs und their home on an unex-

pected call, and after thinking things
over had decided that the National
Uuaid was not meant for that sort of
nork, and would go to pieces If It had1

As Col. Flak pointed out. they were

needed there to reenforce the regulats.

But They Will Be Satisfied
Now if They Can Gain

Eight Hours.

Knicr the four hour day that Is. as
soon as the Women's Trade Union
League can bring It about. -

Tho convention, which the New York.
Philadelphia and Haltlmore branches of
the league are holding In this city at
present Is called on the programme
"Interstate Conference on the Eight
Hour l?ay." And the eight hour day Is
the first objective of organized women
workers, but after this -- s gained they
will flKht for a six hour and then n
four hour day.

"Four hours hard wolk a day Is
enough for any one." cried Miss Mellnda
Scott, president of the New York or-

ganization, at yesterday's session. In the
Kussell Sage Foundation Ilulldlng. "And
If all the Idle people were set to work,
four hours a day from each would keep
the world going better than It goes now.
There are too many Idle men and women
fattening off our labor."

"The Federal Government, through
the President, has testified that the eight
hour day Is right," said Miss Rose
Schnelderman, representative of local
unions. "In time we shall bring the
Government rpund to the four hour day.
liut It'll be a long time. There are
girls In candy factories now working
sixteen hours a day. Uven where the
eight hour law Is on the books it is
often broken."

Miss Leonora O'Reilly also jpok for
the four hour day. Hut first, she de-

clared, women must get the vote.
"We'll win It In New Yotk If our

working men stand by their word mid
vote 'yes' when the referendum comen
U In 1917." she decUred. "And It's
up to us women to stand behind them
nnd give them a good hard push to the
tsjlls."
